Ripening  a  week 
to  ten  days  ahead  of

the  grower.  The  plants  are  sturdy,  healthy,  and  long  rooted,  making  them  drought  resistant.  The 
foliage  is  a  beautiful  dark  green  and  very  abundant.

We  have  been  observing  this  variety 
closely  for  several  years  and  have  concluded 
that  the  difference  between  the  Dr.  Burrill  and 
Senator  Dunlap  is  so  slight,  if  any,  that  we  are 
safe  in  calling  them  one  and  the  same  variety. 
However,  we  have  kept  our  original  strain  of 
Dr.  Burrill  pure,  and  can  furnish  plants  from 
this  strain  if  desired.  At  any  rate,  whether  you 
plant  Dr.  Burrill  or  Senator  Dunlap,  you  are 
sure  of  getting  a  mighty  good  berry.

Widely  grown  throughout  the  country,  Aroma  is  the  standard  late  variety.  It  is  planted  in 
large  acreage  for  late  market  as  it  is  extra  firm  and  a  splendid  shipper.  It  produces  a  quantity  of 
large  berries,  uniformly  round  in  shape  and  deep  glossy  red  in  color.  -  The  -plant  is  a  hardy  grower 
in  any  climate,  producing  healthy,  dark 
green  foliage.  The  berry  has  a  pleas¬ 
ing  aromatic  flavor  peculiar  to  this  va¬ 
riety  alone.  It  is  a  fancy  berry  and 
brings  top  market  anywhere.  For  sev¬ 
eral  years  past  we  have  been  unable  to 
supply  the  demand  for  Aroma  but  with 
increased  acreage  this  year  we  hope  to 
fill  all  orders.  However,  better  order 
early  and  be  sure  of  getting  them. 

OTHER  LATE  VARIETIES 
BRANDYWINE 

A  vigorous,  perfect  blooming  plant ; 
tall  fruit  stalks ;  broad,  heavy,  dark  green 
foliage.  Plants  productive,  having  four 
and  five  stalks  heavily  loaded  with  large 
to  very  large  berries.  Medium  red,  somewhat  like 
Gandy,  only  a  little  more  dull ;  large  yellow  seeds 
on  surface.  Flesh  red  clear  through,  firm,  some¬ 
what  acid,  but  with  sprightly  flavor;  ripens  me¬ 
dium  to  quite  late.  Does  best  on  heavy  loam  or 
heavy  clay. 

GANDY 

A  profitable  late  variety  greatly  resembling  the 
popular  Aroma.  It  is  one  of  the  old  standard  va 
rieties  upon  which  you  can  depend.  The  berries  are 
handsome,  very  large,  well  colored,  uniform  in  shape, 
firm  and  a  good  shipper.  Season  very  late.  Plants 
are  healthy,  hardy  and  make  a  thrifty  growth.  Does 
best  on  heavy  soils. 

PEARL 

Undoubtedly  the  latest  June  variety.  In  the 
north  it  does  not  come  into  its  prime  until  the  very 
last  of  June  and  early  July.  The  fruit  is  large  in 
size,  dark  red  to  the  center,  firm,  and  a  good  shipper. 

The  prominent  yellow  seeds  add  to  its  attractive  ap¬ 
pearance.  Flavor  is  excellent  and  is  a  heavy  and  sure 
cropper.  When  Pearl  is  at  its  best  the  other  varieties 
are  off  the  market  so  you  cannot  go  wrong  in  adding 
Pearl  to  your  list  for  an  extra  late  berry.

How¬ 
ever  the  Sample  is  an  imperfect  flowering 
sort  and  in  order  to  bear  fruit  must  have  some 
other  medium  to  late  variety  planted  every 
third  row. 


WM.  BELT 

This  valuable  variety  is  at  its  best  in  the 
middle  and  northern  states.  The  berries  are 
very  large  and  the  first  ones  to  ripen  are  in¬ 
clined  to  the  irregular  or  cox-combed  in  shape. 
The  later  berries  are  uniformly  conical.  Their 
excellent  flavor  combined  with  their  beauti¬ 
ful  appearance  make  them  one  of  our  best  late 
varieties  and  we  recommend  them  highly.

The  planting  of  shrubs  has  become  so  popular  in  recent  years  that  hardy  a  home 
is  without  some  ornamental  plantings.  Aside  from  the  beauty  of  their  colored  flowers 
and  foliage,  they  add  materially  to  the  property  value,  often  causing  an  increase  of  10 
to  20  per  cent.
